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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/17/2003 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 9-17, 19, 21-23 and 25-57 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The user customizable integrated circuit as recited in the claims of the instant 
invention fail to be taught by the prior art cited of interest. Lin shows an a ball grid array 
(BGA) package and a method of assembling BGA package circuit but fails to teach the 
specific characteristic of the structure recited in the claims of the instant invention e.g. a. 
wire bond that couples at least one contact pad of an IC die to a "ridge" of the heat 
spreader. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
